Dr. F. M. Fulkerson, chairman 
of the water and fire committee,

When the city council was called 
to order last night by Mayor Bab­ 
cock the following aldermen were 
present: Messrs. Stafford, Fulker­ 
son, Hodges, Letts, Parks, Scally 
and Meuschke. 
City Clerk C. E. Baker read the 
minutes of the last meeting, and 
after a slight alteration, they were 
approved. 
A complaint was read from resi­ 
dents of North Prospect avenue be­ 
cause the ordinance providing for 
new sidewalks on that street has 
not been enforced. 
The city coun­ 
selor was instructed to examine the 
ordinance, and if he finds it legal, 
to have the city clerk advertise for 
bids for laying the sidewalks on 
the thoroughfare. 
Mr. Meuschke reported no side­ 
walk at Lafayette and Fifth streets, 
with the result that the city clerk 
was instructed to advertise for bids 
fot laying all sidewalks between 
Third and Broadway on the east 
side of Lafayette, that do not con­ 
form to an ordinance passed some 
time ago.

Colonel W atterson declined to 
talk politics, ex cept in a general 
way . 
H e said, howev er, it was 
foJ Iy to attribu te the prosperity the 
cou ntry has enjoy ed the last few 
y ears to the repu blican party . 
“ Natu ral conditions brou ght u s 
good times,” he said, “ ju st as they 
brou ght u s bad times. 
The u n­ 
precedented demand for ou r crops 
and 
produ cts 
abroad 
and 
the 
enormou s discov eries of gold in the 
Cripple Creek district, the Klon­ 
dike and elsewhere wou ld hav e re­ 
su lted in good times whoev er was 
in control at W ashington.” 
Then, thou gh Col. 
Watterson 
has not been reckoned a free silv er 
man, he went oni o show that the 
argu ments made for free silv er six 
or sev en y ears ago had been borne 
ou t by ev ents— thou gh not ex actly 
as the silv er men, or any body else, 
had anticipated they wou ld be. 
The silv er claim was that there 
was not enou gh money in the 
cou ntry . 
A t the time the only 
way to secu re more money seemed 
to be to coin silv er. 
The gold men 
ridicu led the idea that the amou nt 
of money had any thing to do with 
making times good or bad. 
Bu t then came the immense in­ 
crease in the su pply of gold, du e to 
the discov eries in Colorado, Alaska, 
Idaho and other places. 
A nd at 
once the per capita circu lation of 
money went u p to ju st abou t what 
the 
silv er men had claimed it 
shou ld be. 
A nd prosperity came. 
T hat this 
resu lt was reached 
soon after Mr. M cKinley ’s eIe:tion 
to the presidency was a mere coin­ 
cidence. 
Said CM. W atterson : 
“ Plenty of money in circu lation 
makes good times for all. 
Y ou ’v e 
heard the old say ing, ‘If y ou want 
to make money , go where it is.’ 
That indicates that money makes 
prosperity .” 
For the fu tu re Col. Watterson 
prophesied that the general pros­ 
perity wou ld continu e “ as long as 
conditions briog abou t markets for 
the goods of the United States and 
the coinage of money keeps pace 
with the growth of the cou ntry . ‘jf
